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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The 
drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in 
the claims. Therefore, the "tortuousness" of claim 17 must be 
shown or the feature (s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-9,11-15,18-20 and 23 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mochizuki 5579178. 
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These claims stand rejected as discussed in the previous 
office action. Regarding new claim 23, note that Mochizuki's 
item 30 does not rotate relative to item y A' as shown in the 
annotated fig. 1 attached to the previous office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 10 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Mochizuki. 

These claims stand rejected as discussed in the previous 
office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 16 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims . 
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7. Claims 21 and 22 are allowed. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: applicant's remarks concerning new 
claims 21 and 22 are persuasive. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant has argued that Mochizuki "neither discloses or 
suggests a motor base that the [sic] is mounted 
to the case which includes a second fitting portion that is 
separate from the rest of the motor base such that the case and 
the motor base are rotatably supported along the 
vertical direction of the shaft by the first fitting portion." 

However, the claims do not recite the second fitting 
portion to be "separate from the rest of the motor base" as 
applicant has alleged. Thus, this argument is without merit. 
Further, Mochizuki' s case and motor base are indeed rotatably 
supported about the shaft. Thus, Mochizuki' s device meets the 
structural requirements as set forth in the claims. 

Applicant has further argued with respect to the drawing 
objection that "tortuousness" is indeed shown in fig. 1. 
However, the interface between the second fitting portion and 
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the shaft is shown in fig. 1 to be a straight line along the 
shaft diameter direction (i.e. the shaft top or horizontal 
surface) . Thus, it cannot be ascertained from fig. 1 that 
"tortuousness" is present at this interface.
